Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District  for  the  year  1954. 

From  all  points  of  view  I  think  it  has  been  a  very  satisfactory 
year.  The  vital  statistics  vary  very  little  from  last  year.  The  slight 
variation,  however,  is  in  nearly  every  case  an  improvement  on 
last  year.  The  birth-rate  has  risen;  the  death-rate  has  fallen; 
while  the  infantile  death-rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the 
district. 

As  the  causes  of  death  amongst  the  infantile  and  adult  popula¬ 
tion  are  eliminated,  the  main  causes  of  death  fall  into  two  large 
groups,  i.e.  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  and  cancer.  This 
is  a  natural  outcome  of  our  successful  attack  on  the  infectious 
diseases.  The  child  who  escapes  the  hazards  of  infantile  diarrhoea 
and  the  respiratory  infections,  and  in  adolescent  and  early  adult  life 
escapes  the  hazard  of  tuberculosis  and  rheumatic  fever,  stands  a 
very  great  chance  of  falling  a  victim  of  a  degenerative  disease  or 
cancer.  The  hardest  worked  system,  and  the  first  to  break  down 
when  degenerative  processes  set  in,  is  the  heart  and  blood  vascular 
system. 

If  medical  science  can  discover  a  cure  for  cancer,  or  an  effective 
means  of  preventing  it,  those  saved  from  this  disease  will  inevitably 
swell  further  the  numbers  in  the  cardio-vascular  group.  Of  a  total 
of  128  deaths,  70  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation, 
and  29  were  due  to  cancer  in  various  forms.  Accidents  accounted 
for  three  deaths. 
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There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during 
the  year.  Whooping  cough  was  again  the  most  prevalent  infectious 
disease,  and  is  undoubtedly  the  most  serious  illness  of  young 
children.  A  considerable  degree  of  protection  can  now  be  given 
by  vaccinating  babies  against  whooping  cough.  I  strongly  advise 
every  mother  to  have  her  children  protected  against  whooping 
cough  at  the  same  time  as  the  diphtheria  immunisation  is  given. 

On  the  1st  December,  1954,  Chicken  Pox  ceased  to  be  a 
notifiable  disease  in  the  Urban  District  of  Shoreham-by-Sea. 
I  considered  that  the  notification  of  this  disease  was  serving  no 
useful  purpose,  and  application  was  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health 
to  revoke  the  original  Order  made  in  1906,  making  the  disease 
notifiable. 

I  should  like  to  thank  Dr.  J.  E.  Jameson  and  his  staff  at  the 
Brighton  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  their  most  helpful  co¬ 
operation.  It  is  at  this  laboratory  that  all  our  water,  milk  and  food 
samples  are  examined  for  purity,  and  Public  Health  bacteriological 
work  is  carried  out.  Like  so  many  efficient  silent  services,  we  rather 
take  this  service  for  granted.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  plays  a  vital  part  in  the  control  of 
communicable  disease. 

Following  the  infestation  of  the  beach  with  seaweed  flies 
during  the  autumn  of  1953,  the  beaches  were  kept  under  observa¬ 
tion  during  the  winter  of  1953  and  the  spring  of  1954.  The  num¬ 
bers  of  flies  steadily  decreased.  The  Brighton  Corporation  very 
generously  offered  to  spray  our  beaches  with  insecticide.  This 
offer  was  gratefully  accepted  by  the  Council,  and  there  was  no 
nuisance  from  flies  during  the  summer.  To  what  extent  this  immunity 
was  due  to  the  spraying  it  is  impossible  to  say,  but  the  long  stretch 
of  coastline  on  the  extreme  west  of  the  County  was  untreated,  and 
no  nuisance  from  beach  flies  was  experienced. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  wholehearted  support,  and  especially 
I  should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Goodbody  for  his  help  and  co-operation.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

Shoreham  is  situate  on  the  south  coast,  midway  between 
Brighton  and  Worthing.  The  River  Adur  flowing  down  from 
Bramber  to  the  south,  bounds  the  town  on  its  west  side,  and  then 
winding  under  the  Norfolk  Bridge  flows  eastwards  until  it  again 
turns  southwards  to  enter  the  sea  through  Shoreham  Harbour 
mouth  at  Kingston.  In  this  way  the  river  cuts  off  from  Shoreham 
town  the  shingle  beach  south  of  the  Adur  known  as  Shoreham 
beach.  This  shingle  beach  is  within  the  Urban  District  of  Shoreham- 
by-Sea. 

The  town  possesses  a  public  recreation  area,  Buckingham  Park, 
comprising  thirty-eight  acres.  It  is  situate  at  the  foot  of  the  Downs 
north  of  the  town  and  is  used  as  a  public  park  and  pleasure  ground, 
available  for  general  sports  and  recreation  purposes.  The  chief 
industries  in  the  town  are  timber  and  coal  importing,  chemical 
manufacturing,  the  processing  of  animal  by-products  and  boat 
building.  New  light  industries  are  constantly  making  their  appear¬ 
ance  in  the  town.

HOSPITAL  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever 
forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or  special 
hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital  accom¬ 
modation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances 
subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus  provided 
for — medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and  those 
requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise:  Worthing,  South¬ 
lands,  Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals;  Zachary 
Merton  Maternity  Home,  Rustington  and  certain  Convalescent 
Homes. 

GENERAL  MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  SERVICES 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the  National 
Health  Service  to  general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local  arrange¬ 
ments  for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National  Health 
Service,  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63  South  Street, 
Chichester. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the 
Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an 
ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on 
the  case,  or  through  the  Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents  or  other 
emergencies. 

NURSING

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During  the  year  19  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  for 
biological  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli.  In  no  case  was  this 
Bacillus  found,  but  in  6  cases  Brucella  Abortus  was  found  as  a 
result  of  the  Brucella  Ring  Test.  In  each  case  the  County  Veterinary 
Officer  was  notified  for  the  appropriate  action  to  be  taken. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

An  application  was  received  for  the  renewal  of  the  only 
Slaughterhouse  licence  in  operation  in  the  district,  which  had 
been  used  in  recent  years  for  emergency  slaughter  only.  After 
full  consideration,  the  Council  decided  that  the  premises  were 
not  suitable  without  considerable  alterations  being  carried  out, 
and  as  a  result  of  action  taken  under  Section  57  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  the  licence  was  not  renewed. 

As  the  result  of  a  request  from  the  Minister  of  Food  contained 
in  Circular  MF  4/54,  the  Public  Health  Committee  met  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Farmers  and  Meat  Traders  to  discuss  the  question  of 
slaughtering  facilities  for  the  district  on  the  decontrol  of  meat 
and  livestock.  It  was  considered  that  the  facilities  available  at  the 
Brighton  Abattoir  and  the  local  licensed  slaughterhouse  should 
be  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district.  As  the  Shoreham 
slaughterhouse  was  closed  as  mentioned  above,  the  nearest  facilities 
for  slaughtering  are  in  Southwick  in  the  area  of  the  Southwick 
Urban  District  Council. 

Since  the  decontrol  of  meat,  ownership  of  meat  prior  to  delivery 
to  the  butchers’  shops  has  been  transferred  from  the  Ministry 
of  Food  to  private  firms.  This  has  meant  a  reluctance  on  the  part 
of  some  butchers  to  call  in  a  Sanitary  Inspector  to  examine  meat 
which  may  be  diseased  or  out  of  condition.  Only  by  frequent 
inspections  of  butchers’  shops  and  constant  vigilance  can  one  ensure 
that  unsound  meat  is  not  being  purchased  by  the  general  public. 

In  over  half  the  number  of  butchers’  shops  proper  facilities 
for  washing  were  provided,  including  constant  supply  of  hot  water. 

In  two  cases  major  alterations  were  carried  out  to  improve 
the  condition  of  the  premises,  and  a  much  higher  standard  of 
hygiene  was  achieved  in  some  of  the  butchers’  shops. 
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A  close  watch  has  been  kept  on  the  standard  of  meat  transport 
and  in  one  ease  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  a  transport 
firm  to  the  unhygienic  conditions  prevailing  in  one  van  and  the 
cleanliness  of  the  vanman.

BEACH  FLIES 

The  abnormally  large  number  of  beach  flies  which  had  been 
noticed  during  the  autumn  of  1953  persisted,  and  by  arrangement 
with  the  Brighton  Corporation,  the  whole  of  the  affected  area  of 
beach  was  sprayed  with  Dieldrin.  A  considerable  improvement  was 
apparent  following  the  treatment,  and  very  little  nuisance  was 
experienced  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  deposits  of 
seaweed  in  which  coloepa  fly  breeds,  appears  to  be  the  biggest 
problem  facing  maritime  authorities  on  the  south  coast.  This 
Council  are  co-operating  with  other  authorities  where  possible. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


A  number  of  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year 
concerning  a  factory  carrying  on  an  offensive  trade. 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  108  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
for  the  regulation  of  offensive  trades,  came  into  operation  on  the 
22nd  February,  1954,  and  the  firm  concerned  were  warned  of 
certain  alleged  contraventions  of  these  byelaws.  By  constant 
supervision  an  improvement  was  effected  in  the  cleanliness  of  the 
premises  and  plant.  It  is  hoped  that  within  the  next  year  the  whole 
factory  will  be  reorganized  and  modernised  to  minimise  the  cause  for 
complaint. 


HEATING  APPLIANCES  (FIREGUARDS) 
REGULATIONS,  1953 

Both  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  been  authorised  under  these 
regulations  to  carry  out  tests  on  heating  appliances  to  ensure  that 
all  heating  appliances  sold  by  retail  comply  with  the  standard  of 
safety  relating  to  fireguards.  From  the  1st  October,  1954,  it  became 
an  offence  to  offer  for  sale  any  heating  appliance  which  does  not 
conform  to  the  standard  laid  down  in  the  regulations. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

During  the  year  talks  were  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
to  various  local  organizations,  and  lectures  to  the  student  nurses 
at  Southlands  Hospital,  on  environmental  health  and  food  hygiene. 
“On  the  spot”  talks  were  also  given  to  food  handlers  in  elementary 
food  hygiene. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT 

The  methods  employed  in  the  destruction  of  rodents  in  the 
district  are  those  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & 
Fisheries  and  a  part-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed. 

The  Council’s  sewers  are  treated  systematically  and  the  refuse 
tip  was  treated  17  times  during  the  year,  but  no  major  infestations 
were  found.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Much  time  has  been  spent  during  the  year  on  observations  and 
visits  in  connection  with  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  smoke, 
soot,  dust,  and  fumes.  It  was  necessary  for  9  intimation  notices 
to  be  served  in  respect  of  nuisances  as  follows:

One  Statutory  Notice  was  served  for  a  smoke  nuisance  and  an 
improvement  has  been  effected.  In  two  instances  the  existing  boiler 
plant  is  being  overloaded,  and  the  firms  concerned  intend  to  replace 
the  boilers  with  some  of  larger  capacity.  It  is  felt,  however,  that 
in  the  meantime  more  efficient  stoking  would  prevent  much  of 
this  nuisance  arising.  Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of 
dust  from  two  premises,  and  in  both  cases  improvements  in  the 
plant  have  been  carried  out. 

Complaints  concerning  the  emission  of  sulpheretted  hydrogen 
from  a  factory  in  the  district  were  confirmed,  and  the  Ministry’s 
Inspector  of  Alkali  etc.  Works  was  called  in  and  as  the  result  of 
his  co-operation,  the  nuisance  was  abated.
